All paper transactions for han­ 
dling inbound and outbound freight 
W'ould be handled by mail or tele­ 
phone through the nearest agency 
station to Yardley, West Trenton, 
three miles northeast of Yardley. 
Santoro said. Likewise, the agent 
at Wrest Trenton would give notice 
to consignees of arrival of freight 
shipments at Yardley. 
Santoro told the hearing that 
sales of tickets at Yardley station 
averaged about 35 per working 
day, of which an average of 3.4 
were multiple ride, or com m uta­ 
tion, tickets. About 88 per cent 
of the tickets sold on an average 
day, he said, could be purchased 
on the train. 
P eter A. Lucerne, assistant to 
the comptroller of the Reading, 
estim ated that changing of the 
status of the Yardley station would 
result in a saving of about $12. 
OOO annually to the company. 
Operation of the Yardley station. 
Lucente added, resulted in a def­ 
icit of $8,187.42 to the Reading for 
the six months ended June 30.
